The Fitteenth , Amendment. 
On the 9th inst. President Grant trans 


mitted to the House of Representatives a 
| report trom the Secretary of State in an- 


swer to s resoluticn of the House asking 


the proposed fifteenth amendment of the 
Constitution. Twenty-one States are set 
down as having, through their Legislatures, 
ratified it—Missouri, Kansas, West Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Massachusetts, W is- 
consin, Maine, Louisiana, Michigan, South 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, Arkansas, Con- 
necticut, Florida, Dlinois, Indiana, New 
York, New Hampshire, Nevada, Vermont 
and Virginia. Of these States Missouri 
and Kansas are marked “defective.” The 
defect im the case of Missouri, as we learn, 
was that the Legislature failed to act upon 
the second section, and, in the case of 
Kansas, that the same section was imper- 
fect when ratified; but these defects will 
of course be remedied when the Lezisla- 
tures of the two States shall assemble next 
month. Indiana is not marked “defective,” 
though nothing is more notorious than that 
her Legislature, so called, was without a 
quorum, and so not a Legislature when the 
vote upon ratification was taken. To count 
ber among the States that have ratified is
